WHAT WE WANT. 

In spite of the dull times all over the 
continent Victoria never presented a 
livelier uppearance than tit present. Our 
streets which two years ago wore- as de- 
serted'as a Spanish town during the mid- 
duy xievifa are now busy and animated, 
livery duy two or three steamers bring 
new arrivals to the city, and the daily 
travel back and forth has had the effect 
of brightening and stimulating every 
branch of trade. In times gone by when 
we only hud a steamer from San Francisco 
every ten days and from the Sound twice 
a week We 'jogged on in undisturbed tran- 
quility making very Utile progress from 
one year's end to another. Hut with our 
improved communication with tho outer 
world all this has been changed. New- 
comers have established themselves among 
us and new life 1 1 is been infused into en- 
terprises of every kind. In view of our 
increase in population and the indication 
that the stream of travel will continue to 
flow in this direction it ia our duty, and 
will be to our advantage, to provide for 
the strangers in every way. The first great 
need seems to be more hotel aoommoda- 
tion. Until our monied men become en- 
terprising enough to build a number of 
good, conifortai lo houses to rent new 
comers must content themselves with 
boarding. Our present hotel accommoda- 
tions are good; we can truthfully say bet- 
tor than those of any city of its size on 
the coast, lint they are nut sufficient. At 
times it is difficult to get a ludging fur 
the night. Much has been done to sup- 
ply this need dining the past two years. 
Hotel accommodation has been quadrupl- 
ed and yet it is not sufficient. More or 
larger hotels should be built with provi- 
sion for the several kinds of visitors, busi- 
ness men who make a short stay ;young men 
coming here for a new field and wanting 
comfortable rooms, wholesome food and 
a quiet house; and above all a family ho- 
tel where families from the east and sum- 
mer visitors can enjoy the comforts of 
home. It has been many times pointed 
out that Victoria should aim to be a sum- 
mer resort. When we consider (hut there 
is no town on the coast above San Fran- 
cisco that offers the combined attractions 
of Victoria as a summer and health resort 
and that the mean? ot reaching it are con- 
stantly being impn ved, it will bo neglect- 
ing one of our gri .cat opportunities if 
we fail to provide for the reception of 
visitors. There havo never been so many 
visitors to Victoria as during the present 
year and we have every reason to believe 
that next year will bring even more. But 
it will not do to wait till next summer to 
provide for them. Everything must be 
ready. Peoplo who are living here can- 
not encourage friends in Canada or else- 
where to come to Victoria unless good ho- 
tel acconimodati"!! can bo promised them. 
A good suburban hotel with cottagus at- 
tached would pay largely. .Such a retreat 
would be well patronized every summer 
and tho beach would present as lively an 
appearance as tho eastern watering places 
of Monterey and Santa Cruz, in Califor 
nia. When ample hotel accommodation 
is provided departing travellers can carry 
away none but good reports from our 
charming city. 

Under tho above heading of "What 
We Want" a chapter might be written on 
the need of good servants. It is astonish - 
ing what poor service a Victoria house- 
keeper has to put up with. They are 
wholly at the mercy of Chinese servants, 
and of these very few are efficient. The 
majority of those to be had are mere 
children, some of them not able to speak 
a word of English and all of them requir 
ing a great deal of teaching and watching. 
We want a number of good American, 
English, German, Irish and Scandinavian 
girls, and an effort should be made to in- 
duce some of. the superfluous servants in 
San Francisco to come to Victoria where 
they would have no difficulty in finding 
good placoB. Or if they are found unwil- 
ling, as servants generally are, to leave 
the "great, gay city ' oor emigration 
agents in eastern Canada should try tu in- 
duce women from t :.e ■ id country to come 
on to British Columbia assuring them 
that they will find good homes and good 
wages waiting for them.

LAST NIGHT'S DESPATCHES! 



The letter in the Times of last evening, 
headed "The Knox Murder Case," refers 
to the charge preferred against the lire- 
man of the Wellington mine, who has 
been held for trial before the higher court. 
The heading, it is submitted, is most mi 
proper. "Across the border" it is the 
habit of newspapers to try, convict, hang, 
draw and quarter a person charged with a 
crime prior to his coming before the court. 
But the pernicious practice of prejudging 
a case that is still untried is nut permitted 
on this side of the line, where a man is 
regarded as innocent until ho is proved 
guilty. The body of the letter which in 
sinuates that the brush, cap and light of 
Frear (found in the mine) were placed 
there for the purpose of weakening the 
case for the prosecution, is as improper as 
the heading. We can scarcely believe 
that our contemporary willfully intended 
to prejudge the case; but the party who 
supplied the heading and wrote the letter 
was certainly actuated by sinister motives. 
It is proper that the Tunes should under- 
stand that the publication of the letter — 
although it might he admissablo in Ameri- 
can papers— constitutes a misdemeanor 
here, besides being grossly unjust to a 
man who may be triumphantly acquitted. 

THE CREW OF THE NISEJiO. 

Very serious complications have arisen 
out of the wreck of the English steamship 
Nisero on the coast of Sumatra over a year 
ago. The crew of the unfortunate steamer 
wore seized by the Aeheeueso and the Rajah 
has held them ever since. Most of the 
inland of Suniatria is under tin- control of 
the Dutch, who exclude all other nations 
from trading with the inhabitants of Teuom. 
This the natives object to, and they are very 
anxious to have their ports opened to free 
trade. It is thought that this, more than 
the desire for a ransom, is their ehiof object 
in refusing to give up the crew of the Xis- 
ero; for their hope is that the English gov- 
ernment will influence the Dutch in grant- 
ing the requests of the Rajah of Tenom. 
This the English government have been 
trying to do. Daily correspondence goes 
on botween tho foreign secretary and the 
representative of tho Netherlands at Lon- 
don; but as yet the two governments have 
not come to any agreement. The porta 
which the Acheenso want to have opened 
are paltry towns, and the revenue which tho 
Dutch government would lose would be 
ym-y trifling. However, if Hie Dutch do 



FRANCE. 
Paris, July 25. — The negotiations be- 
tween Prime Minister Ferry and the 
Chinese ministers in regard to the in- 
demnity demanded by France 1- ,s been 
suspended, the Chinese representation ad- 
hering to their last offer of 200,000,000 
francs. Ferry has consented to allow 
China eight days delay, audit' in the 
meantime an agreement is not reached, 
the French squadron will seize Foo Chow. 

Pakis, July 25. — The condition of 
affairs at Aries is deplorable. The water 
supply is entirely cut off, owing to an ac 
cident to the hydraulic apparatus. Numer- 
ous funerals of cholera victims have been 
conducted by men who were generally 
drunk. Those funerals have been greatly 
retarded by the fact that carpenters re- 
fused to mako cotlius for those who die 
from cholera. Nearly all tho bakers and 
butchers havo left tke city, and food is 
consequently scarce and difficult to obtain. 
The panic throughout the city is simply 
indescribable. The epidemic appears ax 
tending. At Vintioneglia, Italy, there 
have been ten deaths. 

Pauls, July 25. — Fifteen deaths in 
Toulon last night. It is feared the stormy 
weather will increase the violence of the 
epidemic. Deaths in Marseilles last night, 
sixteen. 

Pakis, July 25. — Between nine u'cluck 
and noon there was only one death from 
cholera at Marseilles. 

A steamer with cholera arrived oft' 
Puelva, Spain. The inhabitants tied 
across the frontier into Portugal. 

Paws, July 25.— Reports from Mar- 
seilles and Toulon show that the e uiditioli 
of affairs are steadily improving. The 
counsellors of Aries, who fled at the ap 
proach of cholera, will be prosecuted. 

Paris, July 25. — In Marseilles at 0:15 
this evening seventeen deaths from chol- 
era had occurred. 

Paris, July 25. — At Toulon thirteen 
deaths from cholera occurred during the 
day up to li p. in. There were three 
deaths from hat disease at Dragnigau. 
Complaint is made at Marseilles that pre 
cautionary measures against the spread of 
cholera have been slackened- and that the 
work of disinfection is not sufficiently 
thorough. 

Tho police havo arrested a number of 
undertakers for selling the clothing and 
bedding belonging to victims of cholera. 
Only !i,()00 person are at work in the ar 
seual at, Toulon; 7,000 workmen aro usual 
ly employed. 

At Lazoret, in Lugono, Italy, the at- 
tendants secreted the keys to the wine 
cellar on Wednesday night (midnight.) 
After having got at the spirits, and becom- 
ing drunk, they assaulted tho sisters of 
charity and the inmates of the institution. 

An order has been published at Met/, 
that, all persons arriving from France in 
Alsace and Lorraine without having cer 
tificatos of health will bo expelled from 
the country . 

London, July 25. -Tin- government will 
send Drs. Kleiue and Gibbs to co-operate 
with tin- cholera commissioners in India.

Prohibition Candidate. 

The prohibition convention have nom- 
inated Mr. St. John of Illinois for presid- 
ent. The seconder of the nomination wits 
Mrs. Francis E. Wilard, who said she 
knew St. John when he was a little bare- 
footed boy. The platform reported by 
the committee acknowledges (iod in the 
government , declares that tratlic in al- 
coholic beverages undor the laws of the 
national and state government is produc- 
tive of crime and pauperism, a burthen of 
taxation for penal and sheltering institu- 
tions, endangering the public peace, cor- 
rupting politics and imposing manifold 
other evils upon the people. Those laws 
are alike contrary to good laws and con- 
trary to our happiness, mid we call upon 
our fellow citizens to aid in the repeal of 
these laws and to aid in the suppression 
of this tratlic. The history of the past 
twenty-four years adds to tho conclusion 
that the republican party is insensible to or 
impotent for redress of these wrongs, and 
should no longer bo entrusted with the 
government. That congress should ex- 
ercise its undoubted power and prohibit 
the manufacture arid sale of intoxicating 
beverages in the district of Columbia, the 
territories of tho United States and in all 
places over which the government has ex- 
ecutive jurisdiction. That hereafter no 
state shall bo admitted into the union un- 
til its constitution shall expressly pro 
hibit polygamy and tho manufacture and 
sale of intoxicating beverages. 

The nomination of St. John was greet- 
ed with loud cheers. A picture of St. 
John was exhibited from tho stage amid 
great enthusiasm, the delegates and spec- 
tators joining in the chorus to tho cam- 
paign song, "Glory, Glory, Hallelujah, 
our causo is Marching On." This was 
followed by rousing choers. Then tin- 
convention joined in tho hymn, "Praise 
God from Whom all Blessings Flow." 

Skriou8ly Kicked by a House. — 
Yesterday morning about 7 o'clock as Se- 
well Bates, who is employed in breaking 
the grounds previous to the erection of 
the Union Club Hou?e on Douglas Btreot, 
was gotting his horses ready for work one 
of them kicked him on the forehead 
knocking him senseless. Dr. Milne was 
immediately called. He had the man tak- 
en to tho Royal Hospital. Although badly 
hurt he is in no danger, and i f is thought 
that ho will bo able to work again shortly. 

Watering tup Streets. — The water-

The suit 
demanded is at the rate of $-1,000 for 
each Chinaman, 



Tho Parish Magazine, Victoria. 

This is the title of a publication, with 
a copy of which wo have been favored. 
It seems to have been printed for the first 
sheet in the press of Mr. R. H. McMillan, 
and tho rest comes from the English press 
— not that tho local typography is at all 
inferior, for the contrary is rather the 
case. With reference to tho contents, 
some are intended for general reading in 
families, and contain a good selection of 
generally interesting matter suitable to 
such a periodical. The local intelligence 
contains brief notices of many items of 
church affairs under the following heads: 
Tho Dioceso of Columbia; tho Cathedral 
Institute; tho New Churches; tho Cathe- 
dral; Cathedral Sunday School; Esqui- 
malt; Saanich; Cowichan; Nanaiino; 
Agricultural College; the Diocesan Synod; 
Church News, Home; tho College and 
College School; Church News Abroad; 
the Mission Fund. Wo find also that 
"tho issue is resumed," and the Magazine 
is to be published quarterly iu Victoria. 
Tho price also is not prohibitory, being 
only one dollar a year. We omitted to 
mention that the publication is put for- 
ward as "in the interests of the Church of 
England." Although the names of the 
editor, staff or contributors are not given, 
we take leave, in no unfriendly spirit, 
and after no slight journalistic experience, 
to make tho following suggestion: That 
no periodical, or literary venture oven, 
addressing a particular class or interest 
can be expected to survive and to win 
favor unless a free expression is provided 
for iu a portion reserved for correspond- 
ence. Even where tho readers may agree, 
many a valuable suggestion may be made. 
Thus, for example, an agricultural col- 
lege to bo a success must have a com 
mittee or board of trustees, generally 
trusted and looked up to by the public. 
Also, something like a joint stock com- 
pany, with shares issued, might give con- 
siderable stability to the venture. Then 
it is very possible that in the circle of 
readers many may be found entirely dis 
sonting from statements as to matters 
of fact and the expediency of hoes of 
policy indicated in tho Magazine. And 
unless such persons have free scope for 
fair criticism a very just suspicion of 
partiality must arise and lead to the early 
extinction of the enterprise.

The Northern Pacific Railway. 

To the traveler who leaves Victoria 
with the object of traversing the con- 
tinent from ocean to ocean, the Northorn 
Pacific railway odors at least one induce- 
ment, which in these days of rupid com- 
munication and large transactions is an 
element that cannot be disregarded with 
out, iu most cases, resulting in serious 
loss. To have told tho reader a year ago 
that ho would leave Victoria at five o'clock 
in thu morning and in exactly aovon 
days and tour hours thereafter ho would 
find himself in New York city, would 
have caused him l.o express indignation at 
the bare idea of any ono trying to impose 
upon his credulity. Yet so it is. In days 
not so remote from the prosent that Vic- 
torians cannot call them vividly to mind, 
when the Pacific Mail Co. ran their alow ! 
"tubs" along this northern coast, the 
passage from San Francisco generally con- 
sumed four, and not unfrequeutly , six 
days of valuablo time. Six days from 
Victoria to San Francisco, and seven 
from San Francisco to New Y'ork, oc- 
cupied thirteon days for a trip that by | 
tho Northern Pacific railway now con- j 
aumes but seven days and four hours. 
But oven this brief time will be short- i 
ened to six days very soon. At present 
there are detentions at Kulama and at 
Portland that will cease as soon as tho I 
company's transfer boat across thu Colum i 
bia la ready for aurviee; and when the ] 
Cascade branch of the Northern Pacific, I 
from Kalama to Wallula, shall havo been j 
constructed there will be absolutely no 
detention on the way. Perhaps within | 
two years the continent will be traversed 
in five and a half days, or in one-half day 
less time than it formerly took to go from 
Victoria to San Francisco. 

Considering the newness of the 
Northern Pacific road it is in n statu of re- 
markable efficiency. The road is well bal- 
lasted iu most places; the bridges are strong 
und recurs (that across Snake river is of 
iron and cost $805,000); the cars new and 
elegant. Agreeable features of this line are 
the continuous drawing room cars and the 
dining car service. On the Central Pacific 
three changes of cars between San Fran- 
cisco and Omaha were necessary. Ou tho 
Northern Pacific the traveller enters a car 
at East Portland and occupies the same car 
and the Hame section through to St. Paul. 
On the Central Pacific meals were served at 
wayside houses. These wore often scant, 
never over clean and always hurriedly 
served. On the Northern Pacific a dining 
room car is attached and in thorn evory article 
of food that tho soason or the markets 
through which tho train passes provides may 
be procured at u maximum cost of 7f3 cents. 

The country through which the Northern 
Pacific line runs is not so desolate look- 
ing as that which ia traversed by the Cen- 
tral Pacific. The scenery is grander; noble 
river* and great lakes are more frequently 
passed or crossed, flourishing settlements! 
are moro numerous and the laud, generally, | 
is bettor adapted to cultivation. It is true 
that much of the land along the line of the 
railway is unfit for agriculture. The "Bad 
Lands" section is a Godforsaken region. 
For centuries it has been on lire and be- 
neath a thin line of soil the red scoriui is 
all that remains of what once were fortile 
plains. Back of tbese lauds, in tho moun- 
tains, it is said there are fertile valleys; 
and there aro many places along the track 
where fat cattle, and sheop find luxurant 
grazing. The "Bad Lands," however, are 
not characteristic of all the company's real 
estate. There are numerous forests of great 
value, extensive coal deposits aud inilliphs 
of acreB that'< need only to be ".'tickled 
with the plough; to laugh back with fat 
crops." The earnings of the Northern 
Pacific last year were $14,000,000. A large 
inoaease is anticipated for the current year. 
In spite of the shrinkage in railway stocks, 
the widespread financial disasters and the 
general dulnoss of the times, uuught save 
the natural richness of the country could 
huve insured the Northern Pacific so prince- 
ly an income. 

In this brief mid hurried sketch we have 
not referred to the O. R. & N. Co. (who 
owu tho elegant steamboats that ply daily 
between Victoria and Taooma, and who, 
when speaking of tho efficiency of the North- 
ern Pucific railway must always be con- 
sidered); or of the O. R. & N.Co.'s section 
uf railway from Portland to Wallula, which, 
rumor says, is about to be leased by the 
Northern Pacific company. Indeed, the O. 
R. & N. steamboats and railways are very 
important factors in tho railway system 
which hai reduced travel between the At- 
lantic and Pacific to a minimum of time 
and coat.

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The mills to Ituii But Half- 
Time. 

A San Francisco dispatch says: "It 
was stated a few days ago that a confer- 
ence of mill-owners was being held in 
this city, to agroo upon a plan for curtail- 
ing tho lumber production. An agree- 
ment entered into laBt February, putting 
all coast merchant mills on three quarters I 
time, haa been honestly maintained, and | 
tho same parties now agree to put their j 
mills on half-time for sixty out of the j 
next ninety days, and for the remaining j 
third of this period they are not to run 
mure than two-thirds of the timo. Capt. 
A. M. Simpson said to-day that he 
thought tho lumber business was per- j 
manently depressed. Within two years j 
thirty new mills have been built in Ore- 
gon, Washington and northern California, 
and all these, as well as the old establish- 
ments, look to San Francisco as their 
chiof market. Many of the new mills 
were built to supply tho extraordinary de- 
mand occasioned by railroad building, and 
that demand having failed, thoy are now 
glutting the market here with their pro- 
duct. The San Francisco market, Capt. 
SimpBOU Baid, is now as good as it has ever 
been, and is as good as it will likely be for 
the noxt ton years, but it catinot buy all 
the lumber that tho whole coast has to 
sell. Even under tho present arrange- 
ment of half-time the production is in ex- 
cess of tho demand, and at the ond of 
ninety days another compact still further 
curtailing tho production will likely bo 
made.
